DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

1. Claims 1, 8, 11-12, 14 and 16-17 are amended in view of applicant's amendment 
filed 3 March 2008. Claim 5 is canceled in view of applicant's amendment. Therefore, 
claims 1-4 and 6-17 are currently under examination. 

Abstract 

2. The amendment to the abstract filed 3 March 2008 is entered and recorded.
